SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  District  has  an  area  of  114  square  miles,  being  the  third 
largest  Rural  District  in  the  County.  It  is  divided  into  27  Parishes 
and  varies  in  height  from  sea  level  to  127  feet  above.  It  stands  on 
a  lower  stratum  of  London  clay  on  which  patches  of  sand,  gravel, 
and  brick  earth  rest,  with  a  small  area  of  Red  Crag  in  the  Parish  of 
Beaumont. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  area  during  the  period  1921- 
1925.  An  application  from  the  Erinton  U.D.C.  to  take  over  a  portion 
of  the  Parish  of  Kirby  was  not  granted. 

Thirty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  agricultural 
occupations,  A  number  of  workers  at  Manningtree  and  Mistley  are 
employed  in  the  meltings  and  shipyards,  etc.  there,  whilst  there  is  a 
chemical  works  at  Great  Oakley.  Parkeston,  in  the  Parish  of  Ramsey, 
is  mainly  populated  by  employees  of  the  L.N.E.R.  Many  of  the  workers 
from  the  surrounding  towns  live  in  the  rural  parishes  adjoining  and 
there  are  a  number  of  inhabitants  who  have  retired  to  this  part  of  the 
country  from  London  and  elsewhere. 

During  the  period  the  number  of  town  workers  and  other  residents 
has  largely  increased  especially  in  the  south-eastern  quarter  of  the 
District. 

There  is  no  occupation  that  has  a  specially  injurious  effect  on 
the  health  of  the  workers.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR 

THE  DISTRICT, 

(1)  HOSPITALS  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY 

OR  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

(a)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  are  no  Sanatoria  in  the  District,  patients  from 
this  area  are  treated  in  one  of  the  County  Sanatoria.  For 
advanced  cases  the  Colchester  Isolation  Hospital  is  now 
available. 

(b)  MATERNITY. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  District.  The 
County  Council  have  an  arrangement  by  which  cases  can  be 
admitted  to  the  maternity  wards  ef  the  Essex  County  Hospital, 
Colchester. 

(c)  FEVER. 

The  Rural  District  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the 
Colchester  Corporation  by  which  all  cases  of  fever  are  admitted 
to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

(d)  SMALL  POX. 

Colchester  Borough  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  similarly 
available. 

(e)  OTHER  HOSPITALS. 

The  Tendring  Institution  (Poor  Law  Infirmary)  is  situated 
in  the  Parish  of  Tendring.  There  is  no  voluntary'  hospital 
in  the  Rural  District.  Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment 
are  admitted  to  the  Essex  County  Hospital,  Colchester ; 
Clacton-on-Sea  and  Harwich  Cottage  Hospitals,  whilst  many 
cases  go  to  the  East  Suffolk  Hospital,  Ipswich.  These  are 
all  maintained  by  voluntary  subscription. 

(2)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 

ETC. 

There  is  no  recognised  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants,  ’or  homeless  children  in  the  area  beyond  the  Poor  Law  Insti¬ 
tution,  Tendring. 

(3)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.

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(4)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


(a)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Council  in  the  Tendring  Rural  District.  There  is 
one  Clinic  held  at  the  Village  Hall,  Mistley,  in  connection 
with  the  Local  Nursing  Association  of  Mistley  and  Bradfiekl 
in  conj unction  with  that  of  Lawford.  There  is  one  session 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month. 


(b)  SCHOOL  CLINICS. 


There  are  no  school  clinics  in  this  area. 


(c)  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  is  no  tuberculosis  dispensary  in  the  Rural  District. 
Patients  can  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Church  St.,

— Whole-time  Officer;  half  salary  is  repaid  by 
Exchequer.  Certificated  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector.- — Whole-time  Officer;  salary  paid  by 
Council.  Certificated  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Public  Health  Clerk. — Whole-time;  salary  paid  by  Council. 

Sanitary  Surveyor. — Part-time  Officer  engaged  chiefly  on  inspection 
of  new  buildings.  Member  of  M.  and  Cy.  Engineers.  Whole  salary 
paid  by  Council. 

(6)  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  GENERAL. 

Professional  Nursing  is  in  no  way  subsidised  by  the  Rural 
District  Council.  In  the  great  majority  of  the  Parishes  a  very 
complete  nursing  service  has  been  established. 

The  County  Council  and  the  Essex  County  Nursing  Asso¬ 
ciation  with  their  affiliated  local  Committees  have  an  agree¬ 
ment  by  which  they  work  in  co-operation. 

The  Essex  County  Council  provide  two  health  visitors 
for  this  area  who  act  ns  Tuberculosis,  School  and  Child  Welfare 
Nurses. 

The  District  Nurse  Midwives  co-operate  and  assist  the 
Health  Visitors  in  respect  to  their  Public  Health  duties  relating 
to  tuberculosis,  aftercare,  defects  of  school  children,  and  child 
welfare  work.  They  are  able  to  carry  out  these  special  duties 
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■easily  in  conjunction  with  their  routine  district  nursing  and 
midwifery.  A  District  Nurse  Midwife  is  employed  m  each  of

The  Essex  County  Council  have  now  made  an  arrangement  with 
the  Borough  of  Colchester,  by  which  cases  of  advanced  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  occurring  in  this  District  are  treated  in  the  Colchester 
Tuberculosis  Section  of  the  Colchester  Isolation  Hospital. 

MATERNITY  CASES. 

The  Maternity  Ward  of  the  Essex  County  Hospital  is  now  available 
for  the  women  of  this  area,  and  is  recognised  under  the  County 
Council  Scheme. 

FEVER  CASES. 

During  this  period  the  agreement  between  the  Colchester  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  the  Tendring  Rural  District  Council  with  respect  to  the 
treatment  of  infectious  cases  has  been  renewed. 
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GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

The  Harwich  Cottage  Hospital,  Dover  court,  was  opened  in  1921 
and  is  available  for  patients  in  the  North  East  of  the  District.  This 
Hospital  is  now  recognised  <  by  the  Essex  County  Education  Authority 
for  the  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  in  school  children.

CHANGE  LEGISLATION. 

The  Council  adopted  new  building  bye-laws  in  November,  1925. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  inhabitants  of  Tendring  Rural  District  obtain  their  water 
from  wells  (chiefly  shallow),  Tendring  Hundred  Water  Works  Company 
and  the  Clacton  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Tendring  Hundred  Water  Works  Company  supplies  the  follow¬ 
ing  Parishes  wholly  or  in  part  from  their  mains  : — 

Manningtree,  Mistley,  Bradfield,  Wix,  Great  Oakley, 

Ramsey,  Beaumont,  Thorpe-le-Soken,  Tendring, 
Kirby-le-Soken,  Great  Holland,  Little  Clacton. 

The  Company  have  their  headquarters  at  Mistley  where  their 
deep  wells  are  situated.  The  water  is  aerated  prior  to  delivery  into 
the  mains.  The  supply  is  constant. 

The  Clacton  Urban  District  Council  supply  Great  Bentley  and 

St.  Osyth  both  obtain  their  water  supply  from  that  of  Clacton.  This 
water  is  obtained  from  wells  sunk  into  the  gravel  (superficial)  at  St. 
Osyth  and  Great  Bentley.  The  village  of  St.  Osyth  is  provided  with 
a  water  tower  and  village  mains,  from  which  the  water  is  laid  on  to 
many  houses.  There  are  also  fifteen  standpipes  in  the  village.  Practi¬ 
cally  the  whole  village  draws  its  water  from  this  supply.  In  Great 
Bentley  there  are  two  standpipes  in  the  village;  the  water  is  only 
available  during  pumping  hours  and  is  not  constant.  At  Lower  Kirby 
there  is  a  village  supply  with  standpipes. 

The  remainder  of  the  Parishes  in  this  District  and  many  of  the 
houses  in  those  Parishes  through  which  water  mains  pass  draw  their 
supply  from  shallow  wells.  These  are  always  liable  to  be  contaminated 
by  leaky  cesspools,  drains,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity.  Every  endeavour  is 
made  to  minimise  the  risk  of  pollution  by  attention  to  the  sanitary 
arrangements  and  sewering  of  villages,  and  the  owners  of  new  houses 
are  persuaded,  where  possible,  to  construct  the  wells  of  concrete  which 
undoubtedly  give  a  safer  supply  than  the  usual  brick  well, 
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PARISH  OP  BEAUMONT. 

A  portion  of  the  above  Parish  consisting  of  some  25  houses  which 
are  grouped  around  the  Wesleyan  Chapel  lias  a  most  unsatisfactory 
water  supply.  The  question  of  providing  a  pure  one  has  been  before 
the  Council  and  is  at  present  receiving  their  attention.  The  main, 
of  the  Tendring  Water  Company  runs  through  this  Parish,  within 
half  a  mile  of  the  above  mentioned  houses,  but  the  cost  of  utilising 
this  supply  is  prohibitive  since  it  is  a  local  charge  on  the  rates  of  the 
Parish.  This  is  a  typical  example  of  the  difficulties  met  with  in 
rural  areas. 


LITTLE  HOLLAND. 

This  is  a  rapidly  increasing  village  which  obtains  its  water  supply 
from  shallow  wells  sunk  on  the  bed  of  sandy  gravel,  upon  which  the 
village  is  situated.  Up  to  the  present  this  lias  given  an  excellent 
supply,  but  with  the  increase  of  houses,  and  consequently  cesspools, 
liability  to  dangerous  contamination  is  increased.  The  time  has 
arrived  therefore  when  the  sewering  of  the  village  has  become  a 
necessity.  There  is  no  doubt  that  both  sewering  and  a  public  water 
supply  are  required,  but  from  experience  of  other  parishes  in  this 
area  it  has  been  proved  tlitt  it  is  essential  to  have  the  sewer  before 
water  is  laid  on.  It  is  essential  because  with  the  advent  of  an  unlimited 
water  supply  and  consequently  an  increased  use  of  the  water  carriage 
systenq  there  is  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  sewerage.  Without 
sewers  this  must  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  cesspools,  and  experience 
has  shown  that  in  a  thickly  populated  village  such  as  Little  Holland 
is  becoming,  a  serious  danger  will  arise  from  the  water  logging  of  the 
gardens  with  sewage. 

ACTION  ON  LEAD. 

I  have  not  seen  water  in  the  District  with  a  piumbo  solvent  action. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  District  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  River  Stour  whilst 
in  the  South-West  of  the  District,  the  Parish  of  Alresford  lies  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  Colne,  whilst  St.  Osyth  lies  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Brightlingsea  Creek  which  is  the  estuary  of  the  latter  River. 
Both  these  rivers  are  tidal  and  receive  only  very  small  tributaries 
from  this  District.  That  portion  of  the  District  between  the  basins 
of  the  Colne  and  Stour  is  drained  by  small  streams,  the  chief  of  which 
being  the  Holland  Brook,  a  stream  from  Little  Bentley  which  passes 
into  the  St.  Osyth  Greek,  and  the  stream  from  Great  Bromley  entering 
the  Flag  Creek,  which  is  a  continuation  of  Brightlingsea  Creek. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

With  the  exception  of  Parkeston,  Mistley  and  Manningtree,  the 
villages  in  this  area  are  not  compact.  The  question  of  sewering  is 
a  difficult  one,  a  great  deal  has  already  been  done  (see  survey) 
during  the  past  five  years,  but  much  work  is  still  necessary.  In  the 
absence  of  sewers,  the  sewerage  finds  its  way  to  ditches  in  and  around 
the  village,  where  it  decomposes.  This  state  of  affairs  is  particularly 
bad  at  Ardleigh,  Kirby  and  Little  Clacton.  Proper  drainage  for  these 
parishes  is  long  overdue. 

SCAVENGING. 

Most  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  District  dispose  of  their  own  refuse 
by  digging  it  into  their  gardens  or  allotments.  House  refuse  is 
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collected  by  contract  at  Parkeston  (portion  of  Ramsey),  M  an n i n g tree , 
Lawford  (part),  Mistley  (part),  and  Little  Holland.  No  arrangements 
are  in  force  in  any  part  of  the  District  for  the  public  emptying  of 
cesspools. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  detailed  particulars  of  inspection  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report. 

CONTROLLED  PREMISES. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  District.  No 
premises  are  registered  as  houses  let  in  lodgings.  There  has  been  no 
necessity  to  take  action  regarding  underground  sleeping  rooms.  There 
are  very  few  houses  m  the  District  where  there  are  underground 
rooms  of  any  kind.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERING. 

During  the  period  under  review  a  greater  advancement  has  been 
made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  District  than  in  any  similar 
period  of  its  history.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  recommend  only 
such  lengths  of  sewers  being  laid  as  could  be  incorporated,  as  far  as 
can  be  seen,  in  a  more  comprehensive  scheme,  if  extension  became 
necessary  later  on.  If  carefully  considered  comprehensive  schemes 
were  decided  upon  for  each  village,  and  if,  when  any  drainage  were 
carried  out,  it  were  done  in  strict  conformity  with  the  adopted  scheme, 
much  expense  would  be  saved  in  future  years,  provided  it  became 
necessary  to  adopt  the  full  scheme. 


THORPE-LE-SOKEN  was  sewered  in  1925  and  in  conjunction 
with  this  a  disposal  system  was  installed.  The  latter  consists  of 
two  settling  tanks  and  two  filtei  beds  with  revolving  sprinklers. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  removed  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  was  commenced  in  the 
Parish  of  Little  Holland  in  December,  1925. 

SCHOOLS. 

In  the  Tendring  Rural  District  there  are  30  public  elementary 
schools  with  a  school  population  of  3,419  and  a  total  average  attendance 
during  1925  of  3,008.  Investigations  from  time  to  time  have  been 
made  respecting  the  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools 
and  serious  defects  dealt  with.  The  following  is  the  summary  of  sanitary 
improvements  effected  during  the  past  five  years  : — 

St.  Osyth  Schools  C.  of  E. — The  existing  privy  pit,  18ft.  x  6ft. 
x  4ft.,  was  abolished,  the  Schools1  completely  redrained  to  sewer,  water 
closets  with  flushing  apparatus  provided  and  the  water  laid  on  from 
village  main, 
main. 

Thorpe  Schools  C.  of  E. — The  existing  pail  closets  were  abolished 
and  replaced  by  water  closets  with  flushing  apparatus.  The  Schools 
were  also  completely  redrained  to  sewer. 

Mist  ley  Wesleyan. — The  existing  defective  water  closets  were  de¬ 
molished  and  new  ones  provided.  The  Schools  were  partially  redrained. 

Manningtree  C.  of  E. — The  School  was  partially  redrained. 

The  following  important  matters  in  schools  often  appear  not  to 
receive  the  attention  they  deserve  : — - 

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

These  are  usually  pail  closets  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
varies.  Tt  is  essential  that  these  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean, 
in  order  to  be  a  practical  lesson  to  the  children  in  rural  sanitation. 
For  the  same  reason  the  substitution  of  the  earth  closet  for  the  pad 
is  most  desirable. 
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LAVATORY  ACCOMMODATION. 

This  is  frequently  unsatisfactory.  Clean  water,  basins,  towels, 
and  soap  are  essential  in  all  schools. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 

In  many  cases  these  could  be  improved.  All  schools  should  have 
playgrounds  of  adequate  size  levelled,  drained  and  preferably  rendered 
impervious.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

Adequate  house  accommodation  is  one  of  the  most  important 
factors  in  public  health.  The  obstacle  in  providing  housing  accom¬ 
modation  is  the  difficulty  to  build  cheaply  enough  to  let  at  an  economic 
rent.  The  great  difficulty  in  a  rural  district  lies  in  the  fact  of  the 
low  wage  of  the  agricultural  worker,  who,  generally  speaking,  is  unable 
to  pay  more  than  4s.  to  5s.  a  week  rent.  Many  of  the  cottages  are 
attached  to  farms  and  let  to  labourers  employed  thereon  at  a  rent 
below  their  real  value. 

The  housing  question  in  this  District  varies  in  the  different  parishes 
according  to  the  predominant  occupation — agricultural  or  otherwise. 
Tt  cannot  be  said  that  there  is  any  pressing  shortage  of  houses  of 
the  artisan  typed  rentage  10s.  to  15s.  per  week),  but  there  is  distinct 
shortage  and  overcrowding  in  the  cottages  of  the  agricultural  workers, 
particularly  in  the  more  rural  parts. 

The  Teudring  Rural  District  Council  have  adopted  the  Small 
Dwellings  Acquisition  Act  (1892)  and  subsidies  to  private  builders. 
Tt  is  hoped  that  by  this  means  a  certain  proportion  of  non-agrieultural 
workers  at  present  living  in  cottages  of  low  rental  will  avail  themselves 
of  this  npportunitv  to  build  their  own  houses  and  thus  liberate  a  lower 
priced  dwelling.  The  Council  is  also  building  further  houses  in  those 
zones,  where  thev  are  most  needed,  unhr  He  Housing  A  of  1924, 
which  thev  desire  to  offer  at  a  rental  suited  to  the  agricultural  worker. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

COWSHEDS. 

Owing  to  absence  of  assistance,  clerical  or  otherwise,  I  have  been 
unable  to  carry  out  systematic  inspections  of  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops 
(see  Annual  Report  for  1924  and  two  previous  years)  accordingly  the 
cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  dealt  with,  as,  for  different  reasons, 
they  have  been  brought  to  my  notice.  During  the  past  five  years 
there  have  been  59  Cowsheds  registered,  5  Cowsheds  closed,  6  Cowsheds 
remodelled,  4  new  Cowsheds  built. 

PURE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  buildings  in  which  the  cattle  are  housed  are,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  old  and  cannot  be  made  ideal,  but  they,  however,  could  be 
improved.  A  pure  milk  supply  depends  upon  the  management  of  the 
whole  process  of  milk  production  from  the  time  the  milk  leaves  the 
cow  to  the  time  it  reaches  the  consumer.  The  correctly  designed 
building  makes  this  possible  with  the  minimum  working  cost  to 
the  farmer.

SMALL  POX. 

The  Essex  County  Council  continues  the  arrangement  with  the 
London  County  Council  by  which  the  services  of  Dr.  V.  McConnell 
Wanklyn  are  available  in  all  doubtful  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  cases  occurred  principally  in  the  area  comprising  Manningtree, 
parts  of  Lawford  and  Mistlev.  There  were  two  deaths. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  prevalent  in  Manningtree,  parts  of  Lawford 
and  Mist  ley,  also  Parkeston.  The  cases  were  on  the  whole  mild  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  (Paratyphoid  B)  were  notified  during 
1925.  One  case  occurred  at  Weeley,  and  the  second  at  Great  Bentley 
in  October.  The  source  of  infection  was  not  traced  and  there  was 
apparently  no  connection  between  the  two  cases.  Both  cases  recovered. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

The  case  notified  was  a  mild  one  and  the  patient,  a  man  of  21, 
made  apparently  a  complete  recovery.

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MEASLES. 

Great  Bentley  suffered  severely  from  Measles  and  to  a  less  extent 
Tliorington  and  Alresford.  On  the  notification  of  the  first  case  in 
a  school,  exclusion  of  all  contacts,  putting  a  generous  interpretation 
on  term  contact,  is  always  advised.  If  this  precaution  fails  the  disease 
usually  spreads  rapidly  amongst  the  susceptible  children  attending 
the  school. 

MUMPS. 

A  severe^  epidemic  occurred  in  Great  Bentley  between  27tli  Septem¬ 
ber  and  15th  December,  1925.  A  noteworthy  feature  of  this  epidemic 
was  the  large  number  of  adults  who  contracted  the  disease,  and  also, 
the  apparent  frequency  with  which  the  complications  of  orchitis  and 
mastitis  occurred. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

In  view  of  the  prevalence  in  the  country  of  small  pox,  careful 
enquiries  were  made,  and  in  those  cases  where  no  medical  practitioner 
had  been  called  in,  the  child  was  visited  and  the  diagnosis  verified. 

INFLUENZA. 

Was  prevalent  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  from  about 
the  middle  of  January  to  the  end  of  March.  Six  deaths  were  attributed 
to  this  disease  during  the  year,  all  of  which  occurred  between  January 
28th  and  March  21st.

SMALL  POX. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Small  Pox  during  the  period. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Of  the  131  cases  of  Diphtheria,  63  were  at  Parkeston,  14  at  Mistley, 
13  at  Manningtree,  9  in  that  part  of  Lawford  adjoining  Manningtree, 
7  at  St.  Osyth,  6  at  Kirby.  The  remaining  19  cases  were  distributed 
throughout  the  area.  The  parishes  mentioned  contain  about  one-third 
of  the  population  of  the  District. 

SCARLET  FEVER, 

Of  the  178  cases,  47  occurred  at  Parkeston,  19  at  Mistley,  15  at 
Manningtree,  21  in  that  portion  of  Lawford  adjoining  Manningtree, 
20  at  St.  Osyth,  14  at  Ardleigli,  and  10  at  Great  Bentley.  The  re¬ 
maining  32  were  distributed  throughout  the  area. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

With  the  exception  of  8  cases  which  occurred  in  one  family  at 
Manningtree  in  1923,  the  cases  have  been  sporadic  in  character. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  most  noteworthy  feature  in  the  prevalence  of  infectious 
disease  in  this  area  is  the  frequency  with  which  it  occurs  in  certain  of 
the  large  villages ;  particularly  Parkeston,  Mistley,  Manningtree  and 
Lawford.  These  areas  are  urban  in  character  and  in  places  the 
houses  are  congested. 

No  Malaria,  Dysentery  or  Trench  Fever  lias  been  notified  during 
the  five  years  under  review. 

The  Council  give  a  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  as  the  practi¬ 
tioners  apply  for  it.  Many  of  the  patients  in  consequence  have  received 
a  dose  before  they  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

All  Bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Counties’  Public 
Health  Laboratories,  91,  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.C.4.  This  service 
is  fully  made  use  of  by  the  General  Practitioners  of  the  District. 

Full  enquiry  is  made  into  each  case  notified.  In  control  of  bontacts 
strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  schools,  in  the  hope  that  if  the  schools 
are  kept  free  from  infection  the  epidemic  will  be  checked. 
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No  use  has  been  mad©  of  either  the  Schick  or  Dick  tests,  nor 
has  artificial  immunization  been  tried. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  done  no  vaccinations  under  the 
Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations  of  1912.
